Woman suffrage will be a very lively 


issue before this legislature. 
Senator 


Stout has introduced a bill which the 
woman suffragists'of the "tate apparent 
ly very strongly favor. It provides in 
effect that the question of woman suf- 
frage shall be left to the people of the 
state and that the referr-ndum vote on 
the, subject'shall'be taken at the gen- 
eral election to be held next year. Such 
a vote, Senator Stout argues, will settle 
the question. If the voters of the state 
are in favor of woman suffrage, he be- 
lieves they will so dremrc at the polls, 
and if they are not, ther the legislature 
will riot have made the mistake of con- 
ferring it upon them. 


The women who are supporters of the

.,If a bill introduced,ia the legislature 
by Senator Whitcliead goes through, it 
will .authorize . a constitutional amejid- 
ment which will bring about a complete 
and radical change in the 
system _of 


courts-now authorized under the Wis- 
consin'constitution. All inferior courts 
will be done awny with and there will be 
created a circuit court in each county 
which would.be in continuous session, 
and possess jurisdiction to try all cases 
under powers now given to the county 
courts and municipal courts, so a law of 
this character would abolish the Racine 
county municipal and 
county courts. 


Under this plan the judiciary of Wis- 
consin would consist of the 
supreme 


court, a circuit court in each county and 
justices of the peace. 


The general opinion of attorneys and 


others seen today is that such a change 
would not be deemed advisable at this 
time and there is doubt as to whether 
the plan of Senator Whiteheod could

state board of health, covering the per-

ST. PETERSBURG, 
Feb. 15—Gen. 


Kuropatkin's history'of the Russo-Jap- ^ 
ancse war which was confiscated by the 
Russian government has at last become 
accessible, despite the most extreme pre- 
cautions to prevent this galling ofh'cial 
indictment from reaching the public. The 
work is remarkable for its historic value 
as the closing chapter of the war from 
the pen of the commander in chief aucl 
for the merciless criticism of the men 
and measures which in Kuropatkin's es- 
timate swept Russia and its army to in- 
evitable defeat. 


The work consists of three bulky vol- 


umes respectively devoted to the threa 
crucial events of the war, the Battle of 
Lino Yang, the Battle of the Sha- River, 
and the Battle of Mukden. 


Upon the shoulders of Gen. Kaulbars 


is saddled practically the entire respon- 
sibility for the, crushing defeat at Muk- 


den. 


CONFUSION AMONG RUSS.. 


Kuropatkin's reasons of the failure of 


the war are based chiefly on a compari- 
son, ot the warlike spirit of the Japanese, 
their preparedness and valor, which he 
says had never been seen in any previous 
war and their ability to maintain the 
numerical superiority necessary to as- 
sume the offensive, with the disadvan- 
tages of Russia, owing to the 
inade- 


quacy of the dingle track railway from 
Europe in feeding her fighting 'Strength, 
with commanding officers disobeying or- 
'ders and' in a hopeless stole of confusion 
and cross purposes, with a low state -of 
morals and confidence among the troops 
'and continuous news from home, of inter- 
nal troubles and of insults and reproach- 
'es against the army. 


The general closes his survey of the 


cause of the defeat of the Russians with 
the pathetic reflection that if Russia h«d 
been united and ready to make the sac- 
rifices necessary to safeguard her digni- 
ty" and integrity the "valiant Russian 
army would have striven till the foe was 
subdued." 


Kuropatkin says that he noticed a sig- 


nificant lack of strength among the re- 
servists, many of whom were old and the 
majority "heavy, clumsy, or undersized." 
He say's of these'that, "believing they 
had been unjustlyi called to the colors, 
they came in a sulky frame of mind, re- 
fusing to fr.n.tornize with the regulars. 


PBAISES JAPANESE FORCES. 


Regarding the'general causes leading 


to the retreat of the Manchurian army, 
Kuropatkin, in reporting to the emperor, 
summed them up as follows: 


"The preponderance of the Japanese 


forces; their incomparably better prepar- 
edness for action in a mountainous coun- 
try and in hot weather; their greater 
youth, lighter equipment, and plentiful 
mountain artillery nnd pack trains; their 
extreme patriotic 'spirit: their energetic 
and capable officers, and, finally, the "in- 
sufficient warlike spirit of our own 
troops -in consequence of the obscurity 
'surrotmdLDg the objects and cansca of 
the war." 


1 After the fall-of Port Arthur Kuropat- 
kin describes his plan for a- great turning 
movement and'the blame for it* failure 
was thrown upon Geu. Grippenbcrg. 


"It is regrettable," says Kuropatkin, 


"that a fortnight before the commence- 
ment of our advance,the chances of suc- 
cess were overturned by certain orders 
of Grippenberg which revealed to.the en- 
emy the nature of our intended mo've- 
uioat. 


"Disregard for the enemy was notice- 


able throughout the-whole war on. the 
part of ojmost all the higher command- 
ing offictrs on tb«ir arrival at the'front, 


but. after the'firat collision this contempt 
was changed into almost equally extreme 
overestimate of his work." 


How Kaulbars failed 
to stop Gen.

er of St. Charles, 111., but the body-was 
•never claimed-by friends und it was in- 
terred in the Kcnosha' cemetery, after ly- 
ing in the- morgue for days. 


At the time there wan great excitement 


among the different automobile owners 
who happened to be out that night. 
Among them was at least three from 
Kacine, -but nil protested their innocence 
nnd deplored that a man had been killed 
and left lying in the road. Every effort 
was made on the part of Kcnosha and 
HJieine 'officers to iip.prehend the guilty 
party or'parties. .

•man wu'.-i seen on the road near the''plnce

officials were not satisfied and Captain 
Lewis and.party were called to that city 
and put through a' searching examina- 
tion, detailing every particular of their 
trip to Kenoslm. aiid return. It was a 
straight und truthful story and tl'e dis- 
trict attorney of Kenosha, after consid- 
ering the evidence; -said that there was 
nothing-to implicate.' the Racine people 
and he believed-th'ey'Xvcre entirely iniio- 
cent of the accident.

"TED" COLLIER DROVE MACHINE. 


Edward Collier, one of the best known 


young men of l!:icine, known ns ''Ted/' 
is the gentleman who drove the machine 
that'killed Dreyer, the graphic story lift<•- j 
ing"been'''told.'at Kenosha yesterday arid j 
Collier "Syos arrested nnd i-elea'sed ;dn 
botidk1' df''$1,000. He is charged ' vrilili 
manshi'iighter.' The solution of the myii- 
tiry'pa'lAo' yesterday •afternoon.'' wlicii 
I'i-iiivy Jack-boil, son of the late '.Tohiisoii 
A. ;T(icksnn, ;md one of KenoshaViiiost 
prominent manufacturers, and ' ^h'flbjj- 
JIoui-etfrniM-y, a son Of E. W .Montgom- 
ery'',''a' wealthy lumberman 
of Galena, 


111,,'wciit o'n the stand and told the'whole 
story of 'tiie killing of Dreyer and the 
manner in which the facts had been con- 
cealed for 
t-o mony ' months. It was 


through the tireless work of District, At- 
torney Bilker tlmt the jmstter was 
brought to light, lie having worked up- 
on it for months. 
, 


THE STORY IS TOLD. 


On the stand Jackson and Montgom- 


ery 
practically told the name story, 


Tlicv said they- had left Kenosha late 
on the night the old man had been killed 
and that Collier was at the wheel.. The 
speed of the car wus about 25 miles per 
hour when Dreyer was struck. Jackson 
s»id"that at the time the man seemed 
to be in a crouching poMtiou and appear- 
ed 1o he getting up when the machine 
uiu>hcd by. He said Collier shouted "We 
have hit a mini," The automobile was 
not slopped, but hurriod from the scene. 
Thuy left HI a speed of thirty-five miles 
an hour. Collier nnd Montgomery, ac- 
cording to the story told by Jackson, j 
wanted to go buck and hivestigiiti'. but 
.lucksoii insisted Hint the party go <ni. 
He declared Unit ut llm time hi* father, 
who died about -two months ago, was 
«bont to be operated upon and that he 
felt that tho shock of the mutter, should 
it become public, would kill him. 


AliREED NOT TO TELL. 


Montgomery told the same story as 


Jackson, but ulso stated that after they 
luid left the scene of the killing thf. three 
mnde 1111 -njfreeinenl not 
to disclose to j 


finvone the fuel in regard to the acci- 
dent. They WHndcred about th« coun- 
try all night long :ind did not know of 
t h e fntal termination of the accident un- 
til the remains «f Dreyer were, found on 
the following morning. At the time of 
the ufl'iiir a warrant was issued for-t'ap- 
licin Lewis, entirely innocent of the ter- 
rible 
affair, but 
tlie district attorney 


never insisted on it being served. It is 
understood that Jackson mid Montgom- 
ery will not be arrested. The district 
attorney uf Kenoshn hud previously iati- 
imiteil I h u t nther promhu'in ;iutumolnle 
luiui ill the-business knew, or hud oouiu 


knowledge of the affair, but the testi- 
mony of Jackson and Montgomery clears 
the skirts of all others suspected. 


CREATES MUCH INTEREST. 


The arrest of "Ted" 
Collier of this 


city, as' the driver of the 'car that killed 
the man, created unusual interest. Young 
Collier resided here most all of his life. 
He was a fast bieycle rider when the 
craze was on and took part in many 
races. 
The cutomdbile coming into 


prominence he dropped bicycle riding and 
engaged as an operator of automobiles 
and over two years ago he wont to Kcn- 
osha, and Engaged with the Thomas Jef- 
fery Co., testing their machines, and also 
became an expert. His hosts of friends 
hero regret sincerely of his unfortunate 
position, 
believing that lie knowingly 


would not injure any person. Of course 
the mistake was mnde in not stopping 
when. the>accident occurred, investigating 
and reporting the same. It seems, how- 
ever, that "Ted" wanted to do this, but 
was influenced, by Jackson not to go 
back.

9:35 o'clock Saturday night from a drop- 
sical afl'ectiou and other ailments inci- 
dent to advanced age. Death

peacefully and painlessly after a.period 
of forty-eight hours of semi-conscious- 
ness. 


General Bryant Vas. born, in Massa- 


chusetts, Feb.' 11, 1832.' He studied law 
after attending college, being admitted 
to the bar in 1856. He at once came 
west and located at Madison, Wis.,. form- 
ing a partnership with Myron H. Orton, 
which lasted until the outbreak of the 
civil war. 


He was not mustered out until No- 


vember, 1864, having participated in 
Sherman's march .to the sea. He return- 
ed to his farm near Madison and engag- 
ed in the raising of blooded stock. 


He served twelve yra,rs..as judge of 


Dane:9ount.y, beim; first elected in 1866. 
He was. state senator .in, ;1857-'76 , and 
member, of .the assembly, ,1899-1900. Tn 
1878. jbY, became secretary of the state 
agricultural society and served for n.y^e 
yeai;s. . it'or six years, during the term 
of Govs. Ludington. and S.tnitb. he was 
quartermaster general of the state.with 
the rank of brigadier general and it is, 
from this fact he derives his title of 
"general."

He was a- delegate to many state and 


other poK*ica! conventions and was a 
delegate -toVthe national Republican con- 
vention in; Chicago, being one of

T), Hoard who was nominated and he 
also presented the nanie of R. M. La 
FoWctte at'another.

class. He was appointed to the same 
position by President Harrison.
